| Cortez, Eureka county, and J. O. 


Twiss, of Reno, a GAZETTE re- 
porter yesterday afternoon visited 
the Gray Eagle mine, in Granite 
Hill, Peavine District, some ten or 
eleven miles north oftown. The 
property was known for several 
years as the Dickey mine, but upon 
the death of Amos Dickey, the 
principal owner, the controlling in- 
terest passed into the hands of Sau 
Francisco and Eastern capitalists, 
who are greatly encouraged by the 


developments being made. 
In the property are four tunnels 
and one incline. The length of the 


longest tunnel is 345 feet, and the 
header of the one in which two 
shifts of men, with Mr. C. Dickey 
as Superivtendent, are employed, 
is in a distance of about 200 feet. It 
netrates the mountain about 250 
eet above the valley, and it is be- 
lieved that when the header is ad- 
vanced a further distance of 160 
feet the led will be reached, and 
a body of rich ore uncovered. In 
running this and the other tunnels 
several deposits of ore o good 
grade have been cut through, and 
over 100 tons of it are on the dumps 
awaiting shipment. In value it 
ranges from $25 to over $400 a ton. 
It carries a high percentage of cop- 
per, and for that reason caunot be 
smelted at the reduction works 
here. Unless facilities are soon 
provided by our home company for 
working this class of ore, Superiu- 
tendent Dickey said that he would 
make a shipment to Denver. He 
shipped a car-load to Dayton 
several years ago, that yielded 46 


| per cent. copper, and the leachings 


worked $64 a ton in gold aad sil- 
ver. Some 15 years ago a deposit 
of rich black oxide of copper was 
discovered in an adjoining claim, 
close to the surface. A smelter was 
improvised, but it proved unsuc- 
cessful, and the slag was shipped to 
Swansea, Wales, where it yielded 
greater returns thao were antici- 
pated. The character of the forma- 
tion of the Gray Eagle mine is prin- 
cipally porphyretic quartzite, with 
syenite footwall, the ledge, so far as 
known, being strong and fully eight 
feetin width. The selvidge of the 
veins and deposits already discov- 
ered are, as a rule, rich in gold. 
Mixed with the ore on the dumps 
is much white quartz, more or less 
stained with copper, and carrying 
free gold, Several pieces of it were 
crushed to a powder and washed 
yesterday, and considerable cearse 
gold was found in the pan. His 
time being limited, the reporter 
was unable to visit other properties 
in the district. 

With the present enlivening of 
interests in aud close to Reno, min- 
ing is by no means in the back- 
ground.

Reporter—General, what are the 
prospects in Tuscarora? — 

“The Found Treasure Company,“ 
he said, “is pushing development 
work with greatdispatch. A com- 
plete steam hoist has been pur- 
chased anda double compartment 
shaft is being sunk for working 
purposes. The present shaft and 
whim,’’ continued the General, 
‘are insufficient to develop and 
work the mine. In the gangway 


rünning parallel with the ledge, 


which is 75 feet northwest of the 
shaft, a ledge has been cut that is 
bristling with ruby silver. Blocks

I might add that a 
crosscut is being sunk to the «west 
ledge which will surely reach the 
main ledge before the first of 
October—a connection which prom- 
ises very important results. 

The west ledge in the main shaft 
is already cut 54 feet below the sur- 
face, and it is eight feet wide, four 
feet of which contains ore milling 
over $700 per ton. Starting from 
this 54-foot counection there is a 
winze down on the west ledge 56 
feet.
